During the progress of the campaign now 
being waged by the various commercial or- 
ganizations of Illinois against the express 
companies not only have profits of 25 to 105 
per cent on the capital invested in the busi- 
ness been shown in the reports of the com- 
panies to the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, but actual rate sheets of the companies 
have been analyzed to show the inconsist- 
encies through which the companies manipu- 
late their tariffs to bring them the greatest 
returns. 


Miny Protests by Shippers. 

In LiNnois the protest of the shippers 
against extortionate rates is statewide, being 
directed more particularly against the rates 
charged within the state rather than the 
interstate charges. The state railroad com- 
mission has just concluded a series of public 
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hearings in Chicago and various commercial 
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centers of the state, during which it has 
obtained a mass of evidence sustaining the 
claims of the shippers that the rates are not 
only grossly excessive and unreasonable in 
themselves but are based on a system which 
cannot be defended by any of the recognized 


The public hearings held by the state com- 
mission have been supplemented by exhaust- 
ive investigation on its own account and by 
elaborate statistics presented by the shippers 
through their attorneys, Cassoday and But- 
ler, and it Is expected that within the.next 
two or three months the commissioners will 
hand down a decision prescribing a schedule 
of what in its opinion are reasonable maxi- 
mum rates for the transportation of mer- 
chandise by express. 


Unreasonableness of the Rates. 
Among the discrepancies in the rate system 
of the companies as practiced in Illinois dis- 
covered by the commission are the following:

running generally south, such as the 
Alton, Chicago and Bastern Tlinois, etc., 
are scaled much lower than for the

Bates in Illinois are higher than in other 
states in which the various railroad 
commissions have assumed jurisdiction 
and promulgated rates. 

Express rates do not conform to the long 
and short haul clause of the railroad act, 


more revenue—as. frequently it has—it 
must advance its rates double the de- 
sired amount, as half of the gross earn- 
ings go to the railroad companies. 


Great Advance in Two Years. 

The principal complaint of the Chicago 
merchants and citizens is directed against 
the rates charged by the express companies 
for short distances out of Chicago, which 
were advanced in 1907 from 30 cents a hun- 
dred pounds to 40 cents, and in 1908 were 
again advanced to 60 cents. For twenty 
years the department stores and other mer- 
chants in Chicago were able to ship packages 
to suburban points in trunks at the 80 cent 
rete. With an advance of nearly 70 per cent 
in two years, however, many of them have 
abandoned the express method of delivery 
and have since rescried to auto trucks in- 
stead. 

At the time the 40 cent rates were aucvanced, 
cr shortip thereafter, the entire scale of 
rates throughout the state was increased 
similarly, in some instances as high as 25 
per cent. The 50 cent rates in the schedule 
were increased to 60 and the 60 cent rates to 
75 cents. 

H. C. Barlow, traffic director the Chicago 
Associatio nof Commerce, has prepared a 
tuble comparing rates between Chicago and 
tho stations in IHinols with those for similar 
distances in other states where express rates 
trave been regulated by the state railroad 
commissions, showing 28 to 35 per cent lower 
rates in the states with @ less density of 
population. :

Injunction Is Served. 


TURN AWAY MANY PATRONS. 


Brundage Says City Will Defeat Man- 
agement in Tribunal. 


After the Cort theater had been closed by 
Chief of Police Steward, and a file of police- 
men in uniform had forced refunds to patruns 
to the amount of $400, the immoral play, 
“Get Busy, with Emily; or, What Have You 
to Declare?” last night faltered through a de- 
spairing performance made possible by 
snatching momentary advantage ofa tech- 
micality of law. 

Whie the money was being returned at the 
box office. and a sign in front of the theater 
carried the information that there would be 
no show, those responsible for the dramatic 
stench obtained a temporary restraining or- 
der from Circuit Judge Kickham Scanlan 
permitting the night’s performance. 

That the effort to keep the’ play going In 
the face of condemnation by the police de- 
partment, club women, and ordinary, decent 
citizens will meet with determined blows this 
morning was annonuced by Corporation 
Counsel Brundage @s.s0on as he heard that 
Judge Scanian had issued the injunction, 
upon the recommendation of Master in 
Chancery William Fenimore Cooper. 


City to Fight Injunction, 

The corporation counsel expressed the be- 
lief that the police will be given a free hand 
to close the place and keep it closed tonight 
without any dillydallying as soon as Judge 
Scanian bag been acquainted with the nature 
of the play. 

“It is to be regretted,” said Mr. Brun- 
dage, “that the court would issue a tem- 
porary injunction of that nature. It goes 
without saying that the city will go into 
court the first thing in the morning and ask 
that it be dissolved at once. 

“The injustice of the issuance of injunc- 
tions of this sort comes in the fact it is done 
without notice to the city—after an ex parte 
hearing only. The city is only anxious to do 
what the public weal requires, and should 
be given a hearing on a8 important subject 
of this sort before action is taken. 

“T do not: wish to appear in the light of 
criticising the court, for I feel confident that 
Judge Scanlan, as soon ag the facts are put 
before him, will refuse to continue the in- 


junction.” 
Master in Chancery Blamed. 

Master in Chancery Cooper’s conduct in 
recommending the issuance of the injunction 
was considered to have shouldered upon him- 
self the responsibility of making possible an 
extra night of life for the show which Chief 
Steward unhesitatingly pronounced so bad 
that the only way to remedy it wae to kill 
it entirely. Mr. Cooper yielded to solidita- 
tions to recommend that the city and the 
police officiale be enjoined from closing the 
theater. after the guard had been set and 
written notice had been served upon Man- 
ager Herrmann that the theater was closed.

AIMS AT PICTURED SAVAGE. 


Same Old Story; Didn’t Know Revolver 
Was Loaded, 


Pictures of Indians roughly drawn in chalk 
on a kitchen wall and a loaded revolver in 
the hands of a 14 year old boy were the ele- 
ments that led to a tragedy that ended the 
life of 9 year old Helen Hayes yesterday aft- 
ernoon at the residence of her mother, 5005 
South Carpenter street. 

Lying on an improvised bed just below the 
picture, police of the stockyards siation, 
summoned by a telephone message from 
neighbors, found the body of the girl. Near 
her was her brother, Raymond, horrified at 
what he had done. On the floor was the re- 
volver. 

The girl had been lying underneath the 
picture drawn by the brother, when, after 
its completion, he aimed a@ revolver at the 
lwrgest figure, that of an Indian in full war 
regalia. 

Girl Rises; Is Shot. 

Just as he did so the girl in affright, started 
io arise. The supposedly unloaded revolver 
exploded with a noise that alarmed the other 
occupants of the house, and the girl fell back 
dead. The boy was too frightened at what he 
had done to summon help. 

The girl had been ill for a couple of days 
amd was in bed when the mother started for 
work in the morhing. .The brother remained 
at home to take care of her, the two being 
alone in the houre. 

When the girl asked to be allowed to come 
into the kitchen the boy improvised a bed 
for her by using an ironing board. Then for 
her entertainment he covered the side walis 
with pictures of Indians, animals, and guns. 

Finds Revolver in Trunk. 

Breaking open a trunk belonging to an 
| older sister, Edith, where he expected to find 
some candy she had hidden, the boy discov- 
ered the revolver. The picture and the re- 
volver inspired the thought of shooting an 
imaginary Indian. 

This was the story that the boy told after 
being taken to the stockyards station to be 
held pending a@ coroner's investigation. He 
said he did not know the revolver was joaded. 
The police think the shooting was accidental. 

The mother works for the Pullman com- 
pany as @ car cleaner, supporting her chil- 
dren, of whom there are now three.

Sarage at 6430 JacKson Park avenue and 
damaged the Arcade flat building, a double 
three story brick structure at 6426 and 6428. 
The loss is about $40,000. 

Policeman William Bitters was the man 
who rescued the women. Mrs. Margaret 
Murphy, an aged widow, was ill in an apart- 
ment on the second floor, and: Mrs. B®. J. 
Carr, in a fainting condition from inhaling 
smoke, was unable to unlock the door of her 
room in the rear of the first floor of the flat 
building. Bitters, who was the first police- 
man on the scerie, brought both women tc 
safety. : 

The cause of the fire was not determined, | 
but the impression was general that one of 
the prospective tenants who examined the 
garage during the day might have tossed 
aside a lighted cigar, and the fire smoldered 
until] shortly after 9 o'clock last night, when 
the grease soaked floor broke into a flame. 

Owing to the conditiou of the old garage, 
the fire was difficult to handle. The flat 
building, erected during the world’s fair, 
caught fire three times and each time seemed 
doomed to destruction, but the many extra 
companies called out on a 4-11 alarm confined 
the blaze pretty well to the southern half of 
the building. The fifteén families occupying 
6428 suffered more or less loss to their belong- 
ings, and several of the other fifteen on the 
north side of the structure had to vacate be- 
cause of their water soaked quarters. Fully 
2,000 persons crowded the park opposite and 
watched the firemen fight the flames. 


Woman Discovers Fire. 

Mrs. Helen Myers, wife of Charles J. 
Myers, an engineer at the University club, 
who was absent at work, discovered the fire, 
and she and her sister, Miss Elizabeth North- 
rup, ran through the building warning the 
tenants, while Myers’ little daughter, Leola, 
hastened out to find a policeman. 

In &@ moment the excited tenants started 
throwing their furniture out of the windows, 
and for a half hour, until policemen from 
the Woodlawn and neighboring stations ar- 
rived, the excitement was intense. The 
garage had been occupied until a few days 
ago by Daniel Kester. The only thing in 
the building was an old electric automobile 
that was to have been raffled for the benefit

nois during the last few weeks. 

Papers found among Rao’s effects showed 
he had paid all the bills of the company, 
including the salaries of the actors. There 
were papers that seemed also to show that 
the company had beep a losing venture since 
its outset. Only 3 cents were found in his 
pockets. 

Leon Morris Finds Body. 

Leon Morris of Chichgo: was the business 
associate Of Rad. It was, he Mi ho found the 
latter's ‘body and he iffo thé coroner 
that he had given Rao $1 to come to Chicago 
last Thursday to get more money for the 
show and that when he found Rao he took 
the. $% from bis pocket and gave it. to Mrs. 
Morris, whom he sent to Chicago instead of 
Rao. | 
Rao came to Chicago a little more than 
two months ego from San Francisco. He 
said he had left India about nine months ago 
with a companion and a retinue of servants. 
The companion, he said, he left in Japan. 
The servants he found more of a burden 
than of value, he said, and sent them back 
home, coming himself to the United States to 
study the people and gain an American edu- 
cation. Arriving in Chicago well supplied 
with money and letters of credit, he went to 
the Saratoga hotel. 


Interested in Game of Pool. 

Shortly after his arrival he wandered into 
the Saratoga poolroom and exhibKked much 
curiosity over the games being played. He 
asked James Connors to teach him how to 
play pool, and while the lessons were being 
given the Indian developed a friendship for 
Connors. 

“ He said he had plenty of money and wae 
heir to a rich estate and title .ow held by 
his uncle in Bombay,” said Connors. “ He 
never said what his uncie’s name is. He 
had letters of cred{t from Thomas Cook & Son 
and got cash on them from the local branch 
office at 234 Clark street.*’ 

At Hunt's hotel it was stated that Rao had 
paid the bill for himself and for Mr. and 
Mrs. Morris. There was also among Rao's 
effects a store sale tag for a §40 dress bought 
in the name of Mrs. Morris. 

Rao’s papers indicated that he had sailed 
from Yokohama for Ban Francisco on the

NEW WIRELESS CONTRIVANCE 
GREAT HELP TO NAVIGATORS. 


Captain of La Provence Tells How In- 
vention of Italian Officers Aided Him 
During Fog. 


New York, May 13.—([Speciai. }—UCapt. 
Poncelet of the French liner La Provence is 
jubilant over a new. wireless contrivance that 
he declares ‘enabied him to find gut in the 
fog the exact position of any ship with which 
hé could get into wireless touch, and also to 
get his bearings with greater accuracy than 
he could when in touch with the submarine 
belis of lightships. 

The apparatus is the invention of two Ital- 
ian navai officers and is cailed the Bellini- 
Tosi system of radiotelegraphy. ‘Che French 
government/has equipped a station with this 
system at Boulogne, and while La Provence 
was less than half a day out from Havre it 
communicated with the Boulogne plant and 
got its exact bearings. 


The recording device consists of a dial with : 


all the points of the compass. An.indicator 
manipulated by the skipper is turned unti/ 
the sound that comes by wireless ig strongest. 
Where the indicator resembling the compass 
needle points|shows the cirection from which 
the wirelets message comes.

‘in Graduate Scale. 
Another orous complaint made by the 
shippers le against the graduate scale used 
for smal] packages. Ostensibly all of the 
express rates are based on the charge for 100 
pounds. This may be reasonable in itsélf, but 
only about 10 per cent of the packages 
shipped by express weigh 100 pounds. 

Below that weight che graduate scale is 
used. but a minimum weight is fixed beyond 
which the 100 pound fate is applied. If the 
minimum is forty-five pounds a forty-five 
pound shipment costs as much as 100, and 
ret eae weights are charged for in propor- 

0) 

If the 100 pound basing scale is attacked, 
as it has been by several commissions, the 
express companies frequently have sub- 
mitted to a réduction and have retaliated 
by simply reducing the minimum. Within 
ten years, it is declared by the shippers, the 
average of rates all over the United States 
has been raised at least 331-3 per cent by 
fluctuations in the graduate scale. 


Much Higher Than Freight. 

Express company officials testified before 
the commission that their rates generally 
were based on two and a half times the 
freight rate between the same points. Ta- 
bles introduced at the hearings, however. 
showed that many rates were from three to 
five times the first clase freight rate. 

, Contracts between the express companies 
and the railroads, according to the conten- 
tion of the shippers, are on an improper 
basis. Generally speaking, the railroad con- 
tract provides that the express company shal! 
pay to the road 50 per cent of its gross earn- 
amr The contracts range from 45 to 55 per 
cen 


Railroads Share the Profits. 


If the express company wants to increase its 
revenues 5 cents a hundred pounds it must 
advance the rates charged the shipper 10 
cents a hundred pounds. as half of the ad- 
vance will go to the railroad. Similarly. if 
the railroad thinks ft is not getting enough 
revenue and persuades the express company 
to advance its rates the advance must be 
made double the aniount desired. 

This is the more easily accomplished be- 
cause the railroads of the United States hold 
stock. in the express companies. For the 
fiscal year 1906 the railroads owned $20.668, 
000 of the capital stock of the express com- 
panies and the express companies held $34.- 
542,950 of the stocks and bonds of the rail- 
roads, At the same time the express com- 
panies owned $11,618,125 of the capital stock 
of other express companies. For the fiscal 
year 1908 the amounts paid to the railroads 
for transportation by the four leading ex- 
press companies were as follows: Adams, 
$14.945.89¢.56; American, $14.621,027.16; Unit- 
ed States, $7-882,906.93 ; Wells-Fargo, $11.416,- 
199.60. 

This means that the railroads . received 
slightly more than 47.7 per cent of the ag- 
gregate charges collected upon express par- 
cels passing over their lines. The remaining 
52.3 per cent represents the charge for ter- 
mina! service—that Is. the part of the service 
which is directly performed by the express 
companies. 


Long Hauls Pay Best. 


As the railroad gets half of the revenues, 
however, it is the uniform practice of the 
express companies to increase the rates in 
proportion to the distance traveled, which 
represents the work performed by the rail- 
roads, so that as far as the express company 
is concerned it gets a much higher charge for 
identical service on long hauls than on short 
hauls. 

This point is illustrated in the report which 
Frederick B. De Berard made for the Mer- 
chants’ association of New York fn a table 
showing that whfle the expréss rate from 
New York to Yonkers, N. Y., is 50 cents, from 
New York to San Francisco It is $14.50. Ifthe 
railroad gets 47 per cent of the 50 cent rate, 
the part of the service performed by the ex- 
press company, or the terminal service, which 
represents overhead expenses and cost of 
handling, is paid for at the rate of 26 cents. 
In the case of a shipment to the Pacific coast 
the service performed by the express com- 
peny is identical and its share of the rate is 
about $7.58. 


Engaged in Banking Also. 

Mr. De Berard made an exhaustive investi- 
gation into the financia)] affairs of the four 
principal express companies which will be in- 
cluded in the evidence presented by the New 
York Merchants’ agsociation In its complaint 
to the Interstate commerce cOmmission. He 
found that the companies are iargely en- 
gaged, in addition to the express business, 
in investment and banking business, in which 
a large proportion of their aseets and capi- 
talization is invested, and from which a large 
proportion of their profits are derived. 


Profits of Four Companies. 

The gross receiptsof the American Express 
company in 1909 were $31,909 721; its capital 
used in express was $1,716,004. and its net 
earnings from operation was $1,609,254, be- 
ing 105.6 per cent. 

The gross receipts of the Adams were $28.- 
858,546; its capital used in express, $3,886,053; 
its per cent of profit on express business, 31.1. 

The Wells-Fargo company's per cent of 
profit on express business in 1909 was 70.7, 
and the United States company’s, 247 per 
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hastened to a committee room, where they 
began to formulate the amendment. 

A quarter of an hour was not sufficient 
for the work, and Mr. Dixon returned to the 
senate ae ag and moved a récéss for half 
an hour. In the meantime, Mr. Bacon and 
his arte: Sar were pacing the floor, banging 
their d and uttering all kinds of threats. 

Senator Bristow was so wrought up that 
he hurled a piece of unoffendihg paper which 
he had rolled into a ball, upon the floor 
Finally the motion for the reéce&s prevailed, 
and then.the work of patching up the amend- 
ment was done in the open senate. 


Seek to Appease Bacon. 

Mr. Aldrich and Mr, Elkins sought to ap- 
pease Mr. Bacon, who was waving his fists 
in the air. He was finally grabbed by Sena- 
tor Smoot. who led him to Senator Fletcher's 
desk. Then Mr. Smoot spread out frag- 
ments of various amendments and began to 
put them in their proper relation. It looked 
as though he were seeking to solve a Chinése 
puzzle. 

By this time Mr. Bristow had come to the 
conclusion that the insurgents should take a 
hand in the proceedings, and he hurried over. 
paste pot inhand. Mr. Elkins appeared with 
a blotter. Senator Simmons of North Caro- 
lina, a Democrat. took the paste brush from 
Mr. Bristow and did the sticking. Mr. 
Aldrich stood at one side and actéd as direc- 
tor of ceremonies, while surrounding him and 
the artists were a dozen or fifteen senators, 
Democrats, regulars and insurgents, offering 
suggestions and_trying to get a peep at the 
amendment. 

At last Mr. Dixon emerged from the group 
with the patched up compromise and carried 
it to thediesk. Some opposition to its adop- 
tion was voiced by Democrats, but they were 
overruled and the vote was recorded. 


Aldrich Shows Generalship. 

Looking at the battle from. an impartial 
point of view, it must be concedéd that Ald- 
rich succeeded in keeping open his line of 
communication and beat a masterly retreat. 
It was an evidence of generalship of high 
order. He did not induce the insurgents to 
modify thé language of the amendment upon 
which they had determined to stand or fall, 
and this in the face of an overwhelming 
semiment in favor of the long and short haul 
proposition and of the deseftion of fifteen 
Democrats who he believed would stand as 
mercenaries in his fighting lne. 

This is the only real satisfaction he can 
get out of the result. His combination, 
formed after three weeks’ earnest negotia- 
tion, crumbled like a house of cards. 


Insurgents See Lost. Opportunity. 

The insurgents had believéd they would 
enjoy Democratic support. Some of them 
regret extremely they did not raise the flag 
of “no quarter.” This might have resulted 
in a Democratic victory pure and simple, 
but it would have caused the total rout of 
the old guard. At the same time, they would 
have been charged with the responsibility 
of bringing odium upon thelr party, and 
for this reason most of them are not com- 
plaining &s bitterly. as they might other- 
wise have done. 

Senator Bacon of Georgia taunted Senator 
Aldrich after the vote was taken with hav- 
ing gone over to the insurgents and accept- 
ing an amendment to which he was opposed. 
Mr. Aldrich replied with, the old adage that 
“he laughée best who laughs last."". When 
Mr. Bacon responded that he presumed the 
Rhode Islander meant he would change the 
amendment to suit his own views in con- 
ference Aldrich replied tn the negative, in- 
sisting the amendment was a good one and 
worthy of support. 


La Follette Is Pleased. 

Senator La Follette said tonight: “I am 
convinced the amendment is a satisfactory 
change in the law. The insurgents have 
gained the thing for which they fought.”’ 

So far as the middle west is concerned, the 
long and short haul amendment Is of great 
importance. Whether President Taft wil! 
consent to anything of the kind remaining 
in the bill remains to be seen. He has de- 
clared in no uncertain terms that he would 
veto the bill if it contained the Dixon proposi- 
tion. He will be consulted about the language 
of the provision, which will be framed in 
conference, and undoubtedly a compromise 
agreeable to him will be arranged. 

But the great fact of the day’s struggle is 
the inability of the old guard to stand to- 
gether In a vital emergency.

Judge Grosscup’s Ls éclatnis in the Santa ve 
telegraph operators’ case, in which he held 
that it was not in Violation of the hours of 
service-law-for @ raliroad to work its oper- 
ators in “split” shifts, reversing Judge 
Landis’ opinion sustaining the government'e 

contention, is not to be recogniged by the in- 
terstate commerce commission until the Su- 
preme court bas passed upon the case. This 
information, was givén out yesterday by E. A 
Moseley, sécretary of the commission. 

Mr. Moseley has addressed a circular letter 
to the ‘railroads advising them that the Su- 
preme court on April 25 issued a writ of cer- 
tiorar! for a review of the proceedings, and 
that in the meantime, if the commission 
found -evidence of violations of the law as 
upheld by Jucge Landis, it proposed to in- 
stitute prosecutions, 


Doubt it Position Upheld. 

“ The issuance of this writ,” Mr. Moseley 
says in his letter, “indicates that there 
-8 great doubt as to the maintenatice of the 
position taken by ithe Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals and prima facie shows a disposition 
on the part of the Supreme court to sustain 
the hours of service law according to its 
ecope and tenor and tothe purpose and intent 
of its framers.”’ 

The case on Which Judge Grosscup passed 
was regarded as a tést case as to whether 
the nine hour law permitted “split tricks. 
The Santa Fé was convicted of violating the 
law because it worked its operators at Cor- 
with, Ill., from 6:30 a. m. to hoon, with three 
hours off, and from 3 to 6:30 p m., and at 
night in the same manner, with three hours 
off at midnight. 


Make Ready Freight Protest. 

Preparations are being made by the lilinois 
Manufacturers’ association and Chicago ship- 
pers for the massmeeting to be held next 
Tuesday at/ the Congress hotel to protest 
against the action of the railroads in ad- 
vancing freight rates.

BXPULSION OF JEWS RESUMED 


Those Affected by Edict Must 
Leave Kiev Before June 14. 


COMMISSION TAKES ACTION. 


Russian Authorities Decide 850 Out of 
1,000 Examined Must Go. 


‘ « 

KIEV, Russia, May 18—The expulsion of 
Jews residing illegally in -Kiev will be re- 
sumed tomorrow. In som@instances a delay 
has been granted to permit & Settiement of 
their affairs, but all of those marked for ex- 
pulsion must leave the city before June 14. 

The order of expulsion was igsued as a re- 
sult of an agitation which beganin the duma 
and originally provided that the expulsion 
should take place on April 28 last. Subee- 
quemtly the order was suspended by Premier 
Stolypin to pesemit a further examination o 
Jewish claims of residence. 

The Kiev commission has considered thus 
far avout 1,000 cases, of Which 860 have been 
found to be subjeet to expulaion. The gov- 
ernor general has reviewed the decisions of 
the commission and confirmed the expulsion 
of 700 of those listed. 


Remain Under Special Permit. 

The Jews remaining in Kiev wil! be Allowed 
to occupy summer villas outside the city only 
through special permission granted in indi- 
vidual cases. : 

The order of expulsion just made effective 
will apply not only to Kiev but all of the cen- 
tral provinces of Russia. Formerly the Jews 
were excluded from this territory, but from 
various ceuses industria] cehters within the 
forbidden territory. particularly Moscow, 
Kiev, Nijni-Novgorod; St. Petersburg, and 
Tiflis, have seen large colonies of Jews grow 
and: Gevelop. ahs + 

The government recently took alarm at the 
growth in commercial and politiga! influence 
of these scattered settlements and décided 
upon the strict enforcement of the. original 
segregation law, which restricts the territory 
habitable by Jews to the Pctlish provinces and 
the Ukraine or Little Russia. 


Number in Zone, 5,000,000. 

The numiber of Jews within this pale is esti- 
mated at 5,000,000. The humber without the 
pale is said to be less than 100,000. Of these 
at least 25,000: will be compelled to abandon 
the residence illicitly maintained in the pro- 
hibited section. The others will be permitted 
to remain through certain dispensations. 

Students undergoing training at the great 
universities, for instante, are ¢xempt from 
expulsion from the restricted zone.

Marian Bleakley bas had a stormy career.

While there she was 
formally adopted by Mrs. James G. Bareiay 
of Moline, Ill. Mrs. Bleakley signed a re- 
lease, but she afterward sued to recover the 
child and was successful in the Illinois courts. 

She took the little girl.to Kansas. Marian 
was kidnaped from the mother in Montgom- 
ery county, but later was recovered. 

The fight for the possession of the baby was 
fought through the Kensas courts and the 
State Supreme court finally awarded the 
custody to Mrs Bleakley.

Ship. Commander and Servant 
Killed by It After Wreck. 


BODIES ARE FED TO SHARKS. 


Sarvivors Tow Them Far to Preven 
Charge of Murder, 


New York, May 13-+Four of the crew of 
the wrecked ship King George brought word 
to-port today of how their master, a New- 
foundland mariner, and his Kanaka sea 
servant were fed tothe sharks last November! 
off ‘the coast of Java. The moral of their 
sea tale is: Never drink perfume, no mat- 
ter how dry the ship’s locker. 

The King George, owned by the Anglo- 
American Oil company. went on the rocks 
Nov. 24 last after fighting an on-shore gale 
for twenty-four hours. 


Revenue Cutter to Rescue. 

Beven of the crew of thirty swam ashore 
and the Dutch revente cutter Java picked up 
the others, except Capt. John Jeffrey of St. 
John, N. F., hie Kanaka servant, and three 
sallormen, who volunteered to stand by 
while the ship held together. The vessel lay 
then in comparative ease, and it seemed pos- 
sible that it might be worked into deeper 
water. 

When the Java returneé a few days later 
its officers met the three seamen beating 
down the coast in an open boat; with the 
bodies of the captain and the Kanaka in tow, 
wrapped in matting. - 


Ship’s Liquors Are Exhausted. 

The ship's liquore had given out on the 
second day, they said, and the wornout cap- 
tain and his Kanaka had taken to a stock 
of bottled toilet waters The Kanaka jied 
four hours after hie last draft, and the cap- 
tain in eighteen hours. 

Then it came on to blow again. The ship 
began to break up fast and the men took to 
the lifeboat. Fearful of being suspected of 
murder, they had towed the bodies—proof 
of their innocence—astern. When the cir- 
cumstances had been explained the officers of 
the Java cut the bodies adrift and left them 
to the swarming sharks. 


TAXPAYERS OF HYDE PARK 
FIGHT INVASION OF NEGROES. 


Speakers at Massmeeting Charge Col- 
ored People Buy Property to Hold 
Up the Whites. 


At a massmeeting of the taxpayers of Hyde 
Park, held under the auspices of the Hyde 
Park Improvement club last night, aggres- 
sive steps were taken to forestall a furthei 
invasion of negroes. It also was decided to 
take the initiative In the effort to have a 
number of the streets turneé over to the 
south park commissioners that they may be 
made boulevards. 

For some time it was thought that the real 
estate owners and dealers had been plecged 
for the exclusion of the negro from that sec- 
tion of the city, but it was declared at the 
meeting last night that many pieces of prop- 
erty had been bought by negroes, one of 
whom ahd listed the property next to that oc- 
cupied by Ald. Merriam. It was stated that 
instead of wanting to live in the property 
thus secured the negroes wére using this 
method of holding up the white property 
owners of the community for unreasonable 
amounts as a bonus, in one case the bonus 
asked being $1,500. ' 

John F. Scanian, one of the speakers, sald: 

“Hyde Park is not only threatened by the 
negro invasion, but we are in danger of beihg 
invaded by the resort keepers and undesira- 
ble whites as well.’

ASTROGIOVANNI, Sicily, March 1.—Cas- 
trogiovanni remjnds me of Arbanasi, the 
ancient city of the Greek merchants of 
Bulgaria. The real wonder is that only 
4,200 of its number have gone to the 
United States. More will emigrate. And when 
civilization, or what we call modern progress, 
comes here, when it will be possible for a man 
to live without fear of his life, on his farm, 
instead of having to make a four hour journey 
each day, the town will diminish in population. 
There will finally remain the palaces, the nobles, 
the priests, and the conservatives who prefer 
the old to the new. That time seems ever “nore 
remote here on the top of Sicily than in any 
other town I have visited. 
The shopkeepers hang out in front, over the 
door, samples of their wares. By the door of 
one shop I saw a little glass case, perhaps two 
feet square, divided into numerous tiny com- 
partments, each containing samples of the con- 
tents of the store. Inside the little shop, with 
Oranges, potatoes, fish, -dates, beans, lentils, 
candy, sugar, candles, bread, tomato paste, rice, 
lamp chimneys, yarn, thread, needles, and toys, 
t found the proprietor, who had spent eighteen 
months on a vineyard near San Francisco. 

He did not succeed; othéfwise, he would re- 
turn with his wife and five children, for he 
realizes that he lived better in California. . He 
ays $20 a year for his 10xi4 foot store. 


Seeks to Air His English. 


While I was in the store, a jolly little man, 
with flerce black mustaches, a flat nose, and a 
strong chest, came in. He wanted to exhibit 
his ten words of English, acquired in Brooklyn 
and New York. He was dressed in United 
States clothes, with a long blue cape and hood. 
He returns to Fourth avenue and Forty-eighth 
street next month. 

The best speaker of English I have met for a 
long time is a man who accosted us on the 
street. He is a fine looking fellow, neatly 
dressed in an American blue serge and with a 
$10 goldpiece on his watch chain. He drives an 
ice wagon in Brooklyn. He has been home on a 
visit three months and returns to Brooklyn next 
month. He prefers the United States becase 
there he can make more money and make it 
easier. 

The table cover in the steamship agent's office 
—he is also a wine merchant—bears a picture 
of Brooklyn bridge. He tells us that emigration 
to the United States from Castrogiovanni began 
in 1895. Over 4,000 have emigrated. The num- 
ber is likely to increase, owing to the closing of 
sulphur mines in the vicinity. The cost of liv- 
ing increases year by year in Castrogiovanni. 
Men find it more difficult to maintain them- 
felves today on 40 cents than ten years ago on 
25 cents. Two-thirds of the emigrants are sul- 
phur miners and day laborers; one-third are 
egricultural, farm hands. 


Castrogiovanni; they are scattered through 
Philadelphia, Brooklyn, and New York. A few 
are in Baltimore. Today there are 500 here whe 
have returned from the United States on a visit, 
or because of failure. About 400 will emigrate 
this year, the majority going for the first time. 
Those who succeed in the United States remain; 
those who fail return. 


Stay in America ij Successful. 

Of the thousand pearant emigrants, many are 
sons of landowners. They go to get money te 
pay off a m ‘If successful, they grow 
tired of the farm within two or three months 
after their return home. The ice man owns 


$100 an acre. He prefers to drive an ice wagon 
in Brooklyn. ; | 

Farms are not only small:but they are -re- 
mote from the town and the peasant loses much 
time going to and fro. In the vicinity are also 
many great estates, belonging to the hundred 
noble families of the town. 

Those who have returned show the result 
of contact with civilization. The emigration

to show any change in the town itself. No new 
houses have been built with American money. 

The agent comments on the versatility of the 
Sicilian, who, a farm laborer or sulphur miner 
here,|/ readily adapts himself to any occupation 
he may obtain abroad. 

He also discussed the general preposition of 
emigration with refreshing candor. He admits 
that those who have committed crime have 
emigrated from Castrogiovanni, as well as from 
all parts of Sicily. This is possible not so 
much because of the dishonesty of higher offi- 
cials' as of the clerks, who are badly paid and, 
as airule, are always willing to add to their in- 
come. The system worked here is for the crim- 
inal|to get a friend to apply for a passport. 
This friend's criminal record is clear and the 
tribunal so records it. But the clerk fills in the 
description and name of the,criminal himself. 
Higher officials occasionally clese their eyes to 
such knavery because thus the community is 
rid of a yotorious character. The cost to a 
criminal te get a passport varies from $40 
to $60. 


Criminals Can Go in Cabin. 


According to tne agent, many criminals get 
away as seamen or as stowaways: a few gO as 
cabin passengers. When passports are asked 
for cabin pasrengers, the criminal record is not 
looked up. They only require a certificate that 
there are no impending charges against the ap- 
plicant: A few criminals also make their way 
to other countries, from which they obtain pass- 
ports to the United States, Switzerland and 
France are the favorite routes. 

The maffiosi in the United States are fed not 
only by fresh arrivals of men who have com- 
mitted crime Dut by recruits made in the United 
States. According to the agent, the Sicilian in 
New York or in our other large cities, through 
his ignorance and lack of knowledge of condi- 
tions, is an easy prey, especially when out of 
work, to the great criminal class which leads 
him to commit theft and robbery and extorts 
a division of the spoils. A great many Sicilians 
with no criminal instincts, who undef normal 
conditions would remain honest in the United 
States, are led in this way to becomé confirmed 
criminals. 

The agent’s remedy for crippling the maffiosi 
in\ New York and elsewhere is more activity and 
more honesty on the part of local authorities

measure he proposes is that passports should 
not be granted except upon payment of a fee 
and that the three years’ validity of passports 
should be greatly reduced.

Photo the Best Identification. 


The agent wisely suggests that mayors should 
send lists of all criminals to embarking ports. 
Thus the inspectors may check up those who, 
although with passports, are suspected of crime. 
‘The most effective way of preventing the escape 
of crimmals is the photograph. Of the value 
of the photograph, and perhaps the thumb itm- 
print, I have been convinced for a long time. 
The passport, furthermore, should be on a single 
sheet, thus precluding the possibility of the sub- 
stitution of leaves. 

The agent appropriately calle attention to the 
fact that the fund of two or three million dol- 
lars, in the hands of the Royal Italian commis- 
sion of emigratio:., is ample to afford every pro- 
tection to the emigrants themselves and to make 
impossible the escape of criminals. The doubt 
which always arises in one’s mind is whether 
the authorities really desire to do this. It is 
asking a great deal of a country in which the 
conviction of criminals is exceedingly difficult 
and where social life is based upon such pe- 
culiar conceptions of honor. 

This agent believes that at least half the 
steamship agents of Sicily are thoroughly dis- 
honest. They do not hesitate to sacrifice the 
.poor emigrant at every town. They levy from 
$5 to $10 to secure, so they say, his passport. 
In this, of course, they are taking advantage of 
the ignorance of the intending emigrant. By 
law he is entitled to his passport without cost 
and within twenty-four hours. To accomplish 
this holdup, the agent is in league with the 
passport clerks, who receive their share of the 
plunder. 

Another favorite rakeoff is for the agent to 
inform the intending emigrant that the ship is 
full and that there will be no more sailings 
until! some remote time, but that, for $4 or $6, 
he can secure a bunk for him. The agent ad- 
mits that dishonesty among agents is not con- 
fined to Sicily, but extends equally to the 14,000 
agents We. kingdom. 


ould Suppress Ship Agents. 


There are those in Italy who desire to sup- 
press steamship agents. They would place the 
whole business in the hands of postoffice and 
raliroad officiais. According to the agent, this 
would not relieve the cares of the emigrant.

If we consider the University of Berlin 
lecture episode calmly and dispassionate 
ly, without prejudice and without indigna- 
tion, we shall be able to déal leniently 
with the German professors who “ frank- 
ly went to sleep” while Col. Roosevelt 
talked. We may be able to forgive them 
entirely, We observe that, by way of ex- 
tenuating circumstaices, the room was 
warm, and that the sleeping was done 
mostly by the “older professors.” 

It is an experience common to us all to 
have succumbed to the fascinations of a 
warm room, a comfortable chair, and the 
droning sound of the human voice. We 
do not wish to insinuate that the colonel 
droned, but doubtless as the warmth and 
comfort lured the older professors towards 
drowsiness the vibrant and robust voice 
which was galvanizing platitudes gradual- 
ly lost its militancy and faded‘away to an 
inarticulate crooning. a 

With this pleasant sound humming in 
their ears, like the sound of a bee cor- 
ering his beat in a clover patch, the pro- 
fessors pleasantly nodded; their gray 
whiskers spread themselves out lururiant- 
ly over their chests, little sighs of satis- 
faction came from their lips; and regard- 
less of the emperor, of the greatest in- 
dividual force, of the student corps chiefs 
standing motionless as the silent tombs, 
they slept. Amiable men of wisdom, why 
be harsh with them? 

We will suppose that the intellectuals 
of a gréat American university had as 
sembled to hear the kaiser talk; that the 
room was warm and the chairs comforta- 
ble; and we will suppose the emperor had 
told them that this great land was dis- 
covered by Columbus, explore by De 
Soto, Coronado, La Salle, etc., fathered by 
Washington, saved by Lincoln, and gal- 
vanized by Roosevelt; that # had a satis- 
factory past, a pleasant ptesent, and a 
glorious future, and that so long as many 
good men and women had many good chil- 
dren it would be a fine country in which 
to buy real estate—we will suppose that 
these thitigs had happened, and then we 
look about the platform and we fear that 
we see several distinguished scholastic 
heads bowed in the pencefulness of an 
honest sleep.

As there are two women who now bear 


Hay, and who both make their home in Paris, 
it is only fair to the present wife of Allistair 


George Hay to explain that it was not she but, 


his first wife, better known as Mrs. “Alta ” 
Hay, who in a recent lawsuit in Bngland wae 
compelled to admit that she had accepted 
money for piloting Miss Ruth Harmon of 
New York around in Parisian society. 

The present Mrs. Allistair Hay is « daugh- 
ter of the late Capt. Jolin Farrer of the 
First Life guards, and she lives with her 
husband in the Avenue Malakog, at Paris, 
whereas her predecessor as his wife is a 
sister of the present Lord Greville, who mar 
ried Mrs. Henry Kerr of New York. 

Mrs. Hay No, l-recently has been in litiga- 
tion with her former husband's brother, Lord 
Kinnowll, which served to recall the fact 
that the decree of divorce sundering her 
marriage had been granted im her favor, 
During the course of the proceedings Alls- 
tair Hay was compelled to admit when 
called as a witness that he had been driven 
out of one of the best known clubs in Paris 
in connection with a dishonored check which 
he had given in payment of a debt of honor. 

At one time he was on the stock exchange 
in. London, tn partnership with the Hon. 
Seymour Ormsby-Gore and Martin Coster, 
but was driven out of the firm and suspended 
by the stock exchange for having appro- 
priated and paid into his own account 4a 
large check of the notorious promoter, 
Hooley, in favor of the firm. His gazetting 
as a bankrupt followed almost immediately 
afterwards, and since then he has found it 
preferable to make his home in Paris, even 
though he fs under a cloud there in con- 
nection with the club episode above fre- 
lated.

Were it not for Hay's record, and for the 
fact that he had exhausted the generosity 
and the patience of all his friends and 
relatives by means of demands for hans, 
which never were returned, some sympathy 
would be felt for him, since there are a num- 
ber of persons who believe that, in spite of 
the decision of the Scotch courts, it is he 
instead of his unclé who should be in posses- 
sion of the rich Cromlix estates in Perth- 
shire. These estates, vast in extent, have 
been for 200 years the appanage of the sec- 
ond sons of the earls of Kinnoull. 

The present earl of Kinnoull is the twelfth 
of his line. His father, the eleventh ear], 
had three brothers, the eldest of whom, 
Robert. became by virtue of the custom of 
the house and the testamentary dispositions 
of his ancestors, master of Cromliix and of 
Innerpeffray. He was kilied in the Crimean 
War, and was succeeded in the ownership 
of Cromlix by his next brother, Arthur. 

Arthur dying without issue, tis next broth- 
er, the Hon. Charles Rowley Hay, colone! 
of the Scots guards, took possession of these 
Perthshire estates, deepite. the protests of 
the Hon. Allistair George Hay, assumed the 
name of Drummond in conjunction with that 
of Hay, and has intimated that at his death 
the property will go to his son instead of 
reverting elther to the earldom of Kinnoull or 
to the present earl’s second brother, Allistair.

Cromlix originally belonged to the once 
powerful prelatic family of Chisholm. Jane 
Chisholm, last of her line, daughter and 
hetress of Sir James Chisholm of Cromlix, 
married James Drummond, Lord Maderty, 
and thus brought the Chisholm property in 
Perthshire into the house of Drummond. Her 
gtandson was created Viscount Strathallan 
and Lord Drummond of Cromiiz. His fa- 
vorite daughbtery Elizabeth, became the wife 
of the sixth eas! of Kinnoull, 

This first Lord Strathallan was not only 
extremely fond of his daughter, Lady Kin- 
noull, but likewise of her children. Know- 
ing that her eldest son would inherit Dup- 
plin castle and the estates attached to the 
earldom of Kfnnoull, he devised the Cromlix 
property in such a fashion that ft should 
go to her second son, and should always 
constitute the appanage of the second sons 
of the earl of Kinnoull, stipulating that 
each new owner of Cromix, on entering into 
possession thereof, should assume in addi- 
tion to his own patronymic of Hay that of 
Drummond, as well as the armoria) bearings 
of the Drummonds. 

That is how the present owner of Cromlix, 
although a brother of the late Lord Kin- 
noull, bears the title of Col. Hay-Drummond. 

Of course, the history of Cromlix !s asso- 
clated with the neighbori city of Dun- 
blane, and with its cathed Innumerable 
Chisholms of Cromlix filled .the office of 
bishop of Dunblane, and the Chisholm crest,

the Sir James Chisholm whose daughter, 
Jane, married James Drummond,

Why do they, when the honest 
public or sovereign people, needing truth to 
aid them in the sovereignty bearing upon 
their shoulders, the care and preservation of 
Republican institutions—why do righteous 
newspapers assume great indignation and dis- 
play both seeming logic and studied rhetoric 
to mislead their readers? 

What extra powers have righteous newspa- 
pers that they can with impunity violate the 
higher moral laws and strive to maintain a 
passing crime that their object may be gained, 
banking on the probability of undiscovery?

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET. 


CHICAGO. May 13.—Hog market had a slow 
and uncertain opening, but a leading packer soon 
dispelled all doubts as to the basis of trading by 
coming in the trade and buying up nearly half 
of the supply at an advance of 5@10c over Thurs- 
day’s closing prices.
